VAST WHITE AREA OBSERVED ON 
MARS SAID.TO BE DENSE VAPOR 


Lowell Observatory Scientists Re- 
gard Phenomenon as Important 
Because of Brilliancy.

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., 


The vast white area observed on 
the planet Mars in the last few 


nights probably is due to clouds or 
dense vapor, it is explained by 
Director Slipher of the Lowell Ob- 
servatory, where studies of Mars 
have been in progress nightly for 
months. 

The “spot” is estimated by Dr. 
Slipher to be about 800 miles long 
and about 400 miles wide. 

“It is an important event from a 
scientific standpoint,” he said, “and 
seems to be a phenomenon of the 
atmosphere. We have observed 
spots on Mars of greater area, but 
none has been as fixed or as bril- 
liant.”’

By further switching of checks, 
Perkins furnished Mrs. Brennan 
with a check for a trunk, which, 
when she had it delivered at her 
house, proved to be a steamer trunk, 
of a pattern she did not care for, and 
containing clothing which she cared 
still less for. 

Arrested for Receiving Trunk. 

Mrs. Brennan, who now says she 
thought the trunk*.was one which 
Ferkins had. bought at a sale of 
abandoned baggage, complained at 
the station baggage office that the 
wrong trunk had been sent her. An 
examination showed that the trunk 
sent to her had been stolen, and she 
was arrested for receiving it. ‘she 
and Perkins were held at Puwlice 
Headquarters today. 

The baggage method of l4uor 
smuggling appears to be to buy a 
ticket to Detroit, on which the empiy 
trunks are checked, and which 
ticket may then be destroyed or slid.

vised How It Can Be Made 
Profitably; Large Output 
Expected. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 13. — The 
good old homely word “cider"’ is 
soon to be no more if the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture can make it ob- 
solete. It wili be “apple juice’ to 
get around the ban put upon it by 
the Anti-Saloon League. ‘ 
“Cider,”’ which is of Oriental ori- 
gin, coming down from the Hebrew 
word “shekar’’ of the Bible, mean- 
ing a “kind of strong dink,’ is be- 
coming an important farm product, 


but the very name raises the suspi- 
cion of the prohibitionist. To es- 
cape this a bulletin on the “farm 
manufacture of unfermented apple 
juice” has been issued. The old time 
press, apples of the same sort as 
used in years gone by are to be 
crushed, and the same liquid results 
will flow from the mill, but it ig no 
longer cider but “apple juiece.” 
Having established the new name 
for cider, experts of the Department 
of Agriculture proceed to tell or- 
chardists and farmers of the nation 
how to make it at a profit. 
“Great American Beverage.” 
“Unfermented apple juice may 
justly be called the great American 
beverage,’ the Department bulletin 
asserts. “It is more generally popu- 
lar and is made and consumed in 
much greater quantities than any 
other beverage juice.”” It is esti- 
mated that more than 100,000,000 
gallons will be made this year. 


The department warns against the . 


wickedness of cider. It points out 
that almost without warning, it will 
drift from ‘fruit juice’ to “hard 
cider,”’ with an. alcoholic content of 
from 2 to 8 per cent. 

The department asserts that “con- 
siderable confusion and uncertainty 
exists in the minds of many persons 
as to the meaning and scope of the 
laws relating to the manufacture an4 
sale of apple juice or cider,’”’ and then 
quotes some of numerous regulations 
issued by the commissioner of pro- 
hibition. 

After devoting a pamphlet of 56 
pages to the encouragement of “ap- 
ple juice’ making, the department 
devotes a paragraph warning the 
producers not to turn out anything 
that ‘can be construed as “a mash fit 
for distillation.” 


No Sugar to Be Put in It. 

It is all right to make plain ‘“‘ap- 
ple juice’’ but wrong to put sugar 
or other fermentable substances in it 
for “the purpose of increasing the 
alcoholic content.” The foreward- 
ing page of the bulletin says: 

“General understanding on the 
part of apple growers of proper 
methods for pasteurizing and pre- 
serving this juice would increase the 
production and use, thus offering 
greater opportunities for the profit- 
able utilization of surplus or unmar- 
ketable apples and providing a 
healthful and refreshing. bever»g>, 
alrdeay known to consumers, avail- 
able for usé at all seasons of the 
year.”’ 

“Good sweet cider’ can be had in 
almost any family grocery store at 
from 15 to 35 cents a quart. It if 
becomes ‘‘hard” there is nothing 
,that can be done except to regard 
iis depravity. The crop this year, if

69 PCT. INCREASE IN APPLE 
CROP EXPECTED THIS YEAR 


Potato Prodtiction Expected to Be 
Greatest Since Bumper Crop 
of 1917. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 13.—Immense 
production of apples and potatoer in 
the United States this season is ex- 
pected, according to a statement is- 
sued here today by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics. 

The apple yield looked for ex- 
ceeds by more than 10,000,000 b«r- 
rels the crop gathered last year. Po- 
tato production indicated is the larg- 
est’ since the bumper crop of 1917. 

Predictions of the apple crop in 
the leading states are: Washington, 
7,470,000 barrels; New York, 5,551,- 
000: California, 1,623,000; Michigan, 
1,542,000; Virginia, 1,522,000, and 
Oregon, 1,451,000. The total com- 
mercial crop is estimated at 31,- 
413.000 barrels, as compared with 
21,204,000 barrels in 1921, 

An approach to _ half a Dillien 
bushels of potatoes is the forecast 
of the coming crop, the actual esti- 
mated total being put at 428,607,- 
000 bushels, as against 346,823,000 
bushels in 1921. The output of the 
five leading states in 1922 is calcu- 
lated as follows:

—Omer R. Woods, convicted of mur- 
dering his wife, Marietta Woods, tn 
their apartment in this city on Jan. 
9, was Tuesday sentenced to be shot 
to death within the walls of Utah 
State prison Friday, Sept. 1. Judge 
Ephriam Hanson of the Third Dis 
trict Court pronounced sentence aft- 
er denying a motion for a new trial. 
A jury on July 3 returned a verdict 
of guilty of first degree murder 
without recommendation to mercy. 
Under Utah law this automatically 
prescribes death penalty. Woods 
chose shooting. His attorney gave 
notice he would appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. 

The killing of Mrs. Woods was one 
of the most shocking crimes which 


has 
men 


ever occurred here. When fire- 

responded to an 
the charred body of a woman, with 
hands and feet tied, gag fastened 
about her mouth and her jaw brok- 
en. he room was enveloped in 
flames and the smoke was made 
more d€ense by burning benzine, 
which had been sprinkled over the 
woman’s body and the bed upon 
which she lay. 

Just before Woods, 
had stumbled the apartment, 
apparentiy somewhat dazed, and 

that he had been held up 
by two men who had gained en- 
tramce to the apartment as he and 
his wife were .eating lunch. Woods 
claimed that the men had tied his 
hands and feet and then secured 
him to the bath tub while they ran- 
sacked the rooms. 

“Did Not Bat an Eye.” 

The defendant made a feeble 
tempt to re-enter, pretending to 
apprehensive for the safety of 
wife, but was easily persuaded not 
to do so, witnesses testified at the 
trial. Then, upon being informed a 
few minutes later that his wife was 
dead, and that her body was burned 
to a crisp, Woods “did not bat an 
eye,” according to the testmony of 
Chief W. H. Bywater of the fire de- 
partment. 

It was the State’s theory that 
Woods killed his wife and then 
placed her body on the bed, which 
he later set on fire, and that is
